G e n e r a l M cC o n n e l l’s resolutions 
which we publish in another column 
are drawing the fire of Republican 
journals throughout the State. The 
new fledged Republican organ of this 
city pronounces the resolutions Quix­ 
otic, and thinks the zeal with whiih 
the Administration is prosecuting the 
whisky frauds ought to be accepted as 
a sort of atonement for the sins and 
follies ¡of the Republican party. We 
shall be obliged to the Evening Re­ 
publican if it will point us the evi­ 
dence of two things: First, that there 
is anything in General M cCo n n e l l’s 
resolutions to which an unscctional 
man can object? And second, that 
the Administration is really and in 
earnest prosecuting the whisky ring? 


An article in yesterday morning’s 
H e r a l d on the contest relative to the 
San Fernando oil claims, was written 
under a misapprehension of the facts. 
The oil mines did not enter into the 
contest. The defendants in the case 
were parties in the employ of the rail­ 
road company, and the dispute was as 
to the ownership of the timber on 
land held as oil claims. The ruling of 
high courts is that a railroad compa­ 
ny has the right to use so much of the 
timber on public land as may be nec­ 
essary for the prosecution ef the work. 
The railroad company cut timber 
frem land which parties claimed as 
oil land for use in the San Fernando 
tunnel. The right to do this was dis­ 
puted by the oil laud claimants and 
hence the litigation. There was also 
some diBputo as to boundaries, but the 
result did not hinge so much on metes 
and bounds as upon vested rights. 
Both parties were heard by Commis­ 
sioner W h it in g , who, yesterday af­ 
ternoon decided that the railroad com­ 
pany had a right to cut so much of the 
timber as is needed in the tunnel and 
for other work on the road. Thus the 
matter ends and the oil prospectors 
will continue their operations as if 
nothing had happened. 


Oranqes and Limes. 


limes at one dollar per thousand. 
Now of orange^ A fifteen year old 
tree will yield from twelve hundred 
to two thousand oranges each season. 
Suppose the average yield is but five 
hundred per tree; at the present 
wholesale price of throe dollars per 
hundred, five hundred oranges are 
worth fifteen dollars, and an acre of 
eighty trees will give a return of 
twelve hundred dollars per year. It 
Is true tfiat one must plant five year 
old trees and then wait ten years for 
this return, but it is enormous when 
it does (jpine. Oranges of good quality 
and fair size now ietail on the streets 
at five cents apiece. If they could be 
had for one dollar per hundred, the 
consumption would be ten times 
greater than at present, and the owner 
of a fifteen year old grove would real­ 
ize four hundred dollars per acre from 
his trees. We predict that the day 
will come when oranges will sell at 
from fifty cents to one dollar per hun­ 
dred, and when that time comes our 
net receipts for this fruit will be three 
times greater than at present. 


A discussion is going on in the col­ 
umns of the H e r a l d on the value of 
limes, and whether it will pay to grow 
them. We give place to these articles 
because they are written by practical 
men, and because we thiuk the time 
is at hand when the fruit growers of 
Los Angeles valley should realize that 
the high prices heretofore received for 
tbeir products cannot be a great while 
longer commanded. We must uot re­ 
ly on the San Francisco market for 
the sale of our limes. The demand 
does not now equal the supply, and a 
few years hence more of this fruit will 
be grown iu a half dozen Los Angeles 
valley groves than will supply the en­ 
tire California market during the fruit 
season. What should and ultimately 
must be done, is the conversion of the 
limes into lime juice. When this in­ 
dustry is established we shall have a 
market ¡for all the limes the groves 
now planted or that may hereafter be 
planted, will produce. 4 n(l when this 
is done, those who use lime juice will 
not be oompelled to pay three dollars 
per hundred for imported limes dur­ 
ing that portion of the year that our 
native limes are out of the market. 
A ten year old tree will bear four 
thousand limes each season. Now 
suppose these limes are sold at two 
dollars and a half per thousand, a fig­ 
ure a long ways below the present 
market rate, we have an income of 
ten dollars per tree. Eighty trees may 
be planted on an acre of ground. 
This gives a return of $800 per acre for 
limes at a quarter of a cent apiece. 
Money may be made from growing 


John Chinaman. 
The New York Herald is discussing 
the Chinese problem from an Eastern 
standpoint, and the result of its in­ 
vestigations is rather favorable than 
otherwise to the Chinaman as a cheap 
labor chattel. 
In this State, and in 
fact throughout the Pacific coast, the 
opinion of tho white laboring masses 
is not of a nature to induce Chinese 
immigration. And so it will be when 
the Mongolians spread, as they now 
seem inclined, over the Eastern side 
of the continent. Our people do not 
believe that Chinese labor coming in 
competition with that of the white 
masses will aid iu the development 
and advance the prosperity of a coun­ 
try. It seems to us that the question 
has two sides. In the prosecution of 
a great work where many thousand 
toilers are required, and the success of 
the undertaking depends on obtain­ 
ing a vast amount of labor for a com­ 
paratively small amount of money,the 
Chinaman becomes an object of inter­ 
est, and liis services are both desira­ 
ble and essential. His habits are not 
what we would call civilized. Fifty 
Chinamen will live comfortably in 
the space required by a white laborer 
and his family. As a class they come 
here without families, and from the 
earning of eacli only himsel f is support­ 
ed. Their clothing costs less than 
half that of the white laborer, and the 
common class subsist on food that the 
farmers’ pigs would only cat when 
very hungry. H ence the Chinaman 
can work for wages that would not 
purchase the meat for a white man’s 
family and -still make money. The 
Chinaman built the Central Pacific 
Railroad,and but for him, the Compa­ 
ny would not have been able to prose­ 
cute the work as cheaply and rapidly as 
they did. This is the side of the ques­ 
tion that places Chinese labor in a fa­ 
vorable light. But the other and by 
far the qiost important side presents 
nothing encouraging. On the farm, 
in the workshop, and in dozens of 
other occupations in which we find 
the Chinaman, he is doing no good for 
the community or the country. His 
presence prevents the coming of those 
of our own color, habits and religion. 
Laboring men and women of the East 
and of Europe hesitate about seeking 
homes iu a country when they know 
that labor must come in competition 
with a class who neither build homes, 
wear good clothes nor eat such food as 
is consumed by a Christian people. 
If the truth could begot at we should 
find that our white population is 
many thousands sliori on account of 
the presence of the Chinese. Then 
our boy-s and girls are kept out of em­ 
ployment by theChinéfee. Labor that 
should be performed by the rising gen­ 
eration is done by the Chinese, and 
for want of employment these boys 
and girls become male and female 
hoodlums. As a whole the country 
is not benefitted by the Chinaman, 
and would be better off without him. 


Sound Sentiment. 
On Monday of last week Geu. John 
R. McConnel introduced the following 
resolution iu the Assembly: 
W h e r e a s , It is the right and duty 
of the representatives of the people of 
a State in this Union to keep a con­ 
stant and vigilant watch upon the 
proceedings of the Federal Govern­ 
ment to see that it does not transcend 
the sphere of its legitimate powers, to 
repreheiul its usurpations and endeav­ 
or to remedy its excesses. Therefore 
by the General Assembly of the State 
of California, with the concurrence of 
the Senate, be it 
Resolved, 1. That, as admitted by 
Statesmen and jurists, of all parties 
and political creeds, the Government 
of the United States is one of granted 
and strictly limited powers, the mea­ 
sure of those powers being the limit­ 
ed letter of the Constitution, beyond 
which the Government can not lawful­ 
ly pass, except to carry, by means 
necessary to the end, the granted pow­ 
ers into execution. 
LOUISIANA LEGISLATION. 
Second—Tliat among the primary 
maxims of free government, none is 
more sacred than that every legisla­ 
tive body has the exclusive right to 
judgo of the election and qualifica­ 
tions of its own members. That this 
is especially the right of the legisla­ 
tors of the States of the Union. That 
this maxim lias never until recently 
been violated, unless by despots claim­ 
ing to rule by right divine. That the 
invasion of theHallsof the Louisiana 
Legislature, by an armed force, under 
the direction of an officer of the Uni­ 
ted States army, and the forcible ejec­ 
tion therefrom of several members of 
that body is a high handed and law­ 
less outrage. That while we have no 
terms of reprehension strong enough 
to characterize the crime of that of­ 
ficer, we deem those still more guilty 
who sent him to Louisiana on avague 
mission, and expressly sanctioned bis 
worst acts. 
INVESTIGATION OF CORRUPTION. 
Third—That the disclosures of the 
Credit Mobilier, Indian, District of 


Columbia and whisky rings, demon­ 
strated to the satisfaction of all men 
that the administration of the Federal 
Government is surrounded and influ­ 
enced by corruption; that we there­ 
fore #all upon Congress, as represent­ 
ing the States and the people of this 
Union, to spare no pains in the inves­ 
tigation of those matters, and to take 
steps for thepunlshmentof the guilty, 
however high their position may be. 
MAINTENANCE OF THE CONSTITU­ 
TION. 
Fourth—That we pledge ourselves 
to the faithful maintenance of the Con­ 
stitution as it is; that we regard the 
thirteenth fourteenth and fifteenth 
amendments as the necessary and le­ 
gitimate results of the war, and as 
permanent parts of the fundamental 
law; but that we are opposed to any 
further tampering or interference with 
the provisions of that instrument, be­ 
lieving, as we do, tliat in its present 
form it fully meets the requirements 
of the people, and confers upon the 
Federal Government all the powers 
necessary to its successful administra­ 
tion. 
SCHOOL FUND. 
Fifth—That we pledge ourselves 
under all circumstances to oppose the 
diversion of tho school fund from its 
legitimate destination to purposes of 
sectarian education; tliat it would be 
wise for each of tho several States to 
provide by an amendment to its or­ 
ganic law, against every attempt at 
such diversion, but that the subject is 
one purely local In character, and 
should be forever so regarded; that, 
therefore, we earnestly deprecate every 
effort, come from what source it may, 
to thrust into the arena of Federal 
folitics, or make it the pretext of fur- 
ber curtailing the rightful powers of 
the States by inserting it, in the form 
of an amendment, into the Federal 
Coustitution. 
TAXATION OF CHURCH PROPERTY. 
Sixth—That as with the school fund, 
so with the taxation of Church prop­ 
erty; that such property should he 
subject to taxation in all the States, 
as it is by oui; own State Constitution, 
but that the question is one of State 
concern alone, with which the Fed­ 
eral Government lias no right to in­ 
terfere» 
RELIGION AND POLITICS. 
Seventh—Tliat it is an essential 
feature in the theory of American in­ 
stitutions that all religious questions 
should forever be kept apart from the 
politics of the country, and the ad­ 
ministration of the laws; that we can 
conceive of nothing so fraught with 
danger to the peace and quiet of the 
country, and the happiness and liber­ 
ties ot the people, as an alliance be­ 
tween religious passions and political 
opinions and interests; and that there­ 
fore it is the duty of every citizen to 
labor to prevent iho coalition between 
them, which we have every reason to 
believe will be attempted at the next 
Presidential election. 
CIRCULATING MEDIUM. 
Eighth—Tliat it is the paramount 
duty of tho Federal Government to 
provide safe and sound circulation me­ 
dium for tlie people; that the common 
sense of mankind lias long since de­ 
termined that no material is so well 
fittid for purposes of money as the 
dretious metals; that a coinage 
from tnese metals is clearly intended 
by the Constitution when it confers 
ou Congress the power to coin money 
and regulate its value; that that body 
has no power to make anything but 
gold and silver a legal tender; that 
the chief impediment to a return to a 
specie basis is the legal tender provi­ 
sion of the Act of February, 1SG2, a 
provision subsequently declared to be 
unconstituutional by its own author; 
that liad the decision of the Supreme 
Court of the United States in Hep­ 
burn vs. Griswold, declaring that 
provision null and void, been allowed 
to remain in force, we have every 
reason to believe that a sound cur­ 
rency would long since have been 
re-established, and that those, and 
those only, who rested not until by 
a reorganization of the Court they 
obtained a reversal of that judgment, 
are responsible the for wretched 
financial condition of the country, 
flooded as it is with irredeemable 
promises to pay, instead of lawful 
money. 
AD VALOREM DUTIES. 
Ninth—That the power to levy im­ 
ports is a revenue power only;* tliat 
the perversion of it to the protection 
of special interests and the industry of 
particular sections is repugnant to the 
Constitution, unjust and fraught with ' 
oppression to the general industry of 
the land; tliat discriminating duties 
violate every sound principle of taxa­ 
tion by imposing upon the poor a bur­ 
den equal to that borne by tlie rich 
consumer, and out of all proportion to 
the protection afforded to them by the 
Government; tliat for these reasons it 
is in the highest degree expedient that 
our Government should :<t once re­ 
turn to a system of ad valorem duties, 
and that they should be reduced to the 
lowest figure compatible with the ne­ 
cessities of the Government. 
ASIATIC SLAVERY. 
Tenth—Tliat our country owes its 
first duty to its citizens; that the abo­ 
lition of African slavery at an enor­ 
mous expenditure of blood and treas­ 
ure will scarcely compensate its cost, 
if its place Í3 to be supplied by an 
Asiatic slavery, such a? is well known 
to uow exist in this State; that the re­ 
sult of Asiatic immigration has been 
to drive our own people from the fields 
of labor, to cut off immigration to the 
Pacific coast by men of our own race, 
and that this result is cliiefly owing to 
the provisions of the Burlingame 
treat}’, and to tlie bounties paid to 
steamship lines running to tlie ports 
of China; that for these reasons we 
call for sucli modifications of the 
treaty referred to as will effectually 
discourage, rather than encourage, 
the continued immigration to our 
shores, of Mongolian slaves and pros­ 
titutes; and we should earnestly dep­ 
recate and oppose any future bounty 
or subsidy to any line of steamers or 
other vessels intended to ply between 
the ports of thisa?ontinent and those 
of China, India or Japan. 
Eleventh—That copies of these res­ 
olutions, and of the accompanying re­ 
port be transmitted to the President of 
the United States, and to each mem­ 
ber of his cabinet; to each of the 
Judges of the Supreme Court of the 
United States; to each of the Govern­ 
ors of the respective States; to the 
presiding officer of each house of Con­ 
gress; to the representatives of the 
State of California in the two houses 
of Congress, with instructions to our 
Senators and requests to our Repre­ 
sentatives in the lower House, that 
upon all occasions when the questions 
herein mentioned shall arise, they 
will vote in accordance with the spirit 
of these resolutions.

Now I will say that “ last 
year we had no market forour limes,” 
and unless a market can be establish­ 
ed by the expressing and sale of lime 
juice, then we never will have a m ar­ 
ket for our limes. 
I think the man 
“ who will plant a limo g ro v e” and 
rely on future connections with Pres­ 
cott for a market, quite visionary, for 
the reason that one dozen lime trees 
would supply the present demand in 
Prescott, and the Eastern cities are 
supplied from the Gulf of Mexico and 
the W est Indies for less than we 
would have to pay for freight. 
We 
dout want “ ’49” prices for our limes, 
on the contrary we are anxious and 
williug to sell our limes at $2.50 per 
1,000, or a quarter of a cent a piece, 
nnd why are they worth a cent when 
they can be bought for a quarter of a 
cent ? One of m y neighbors bargain­ 
ed his limes for $2.50 per 1,000, and af­ 
ter having picked them the bargainer 
backed out, and if “ one who will 
plant a lime grove ” will go to that 
neighbor lie can get limes ut even less 
than his own price, also at the grove 
of the subscriber. 
The fact is it costs both money and 
labor to raise limes here, and otic who 
has the produce of his labor rotting on 
the ground, maybe “ one who owns a 
lime grove ” sold trees with 2,000 limes 
on for $0 per tree, and has more of the 
same sort to sell at the same price, 
and if you want to know who it is, 
then call on the—One W ho Owns a 
L im e Grove.
